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I have already noticed that prospe- 
rity could not corrupt him. He had 
now to undergo a trial of an opposite 
nature. But in every instance he 
wag alike true to his character, and 
in moments of ej^treme bodily pain 
and a,pproaching dissolution, when 
it might be expected that a man's 
every fe*Ung would be concentrated 
in bis personal sufferings: — his every 
thought occopied by the awful event 
impending— -even in these -moments, 
he,pjat Jby all selfish cotisideratiohs ; 
kindness, 1^1 h^ friends was i:be sen> 
timent ^illl J^pperntbst in 'bis mind, 
and ih^ employed liimself, to the 
la»l ifadjur of his itfg, |u making the 
mosti considerate arrangements for 
the bappiuess ajid comfort of those 
who.were to sui:vive him. While in 
the ei\j<)ymeat of prosperity, he had 
learned au4practUed all those milder 
virtues which adversity alone is sup- 
posed capable of teaching; and in 
the hour of pain and approaching 
death, he had that calmness and sere- 
nity which are thought to belong 
exclusively to beaitfa of body, and a 
mind at eale. * 

"!f I have takien am unusual, and 
possibly an irregular, course upon 
this extraordinary occasion, 1 am 
confident the House will pardon me. 
It was bot merely for the purpose of 
pei-fornling the pious office of friend- 
ship, by fondly strewing flowers 
up(ui his tomb, that I have drawn 
yoijr attention to the character of 



the Duke of Bedford : the motive 
that actuates me, is ofie more suit- 
able to what were bis views. It is 
that this great character may be 
strongly impressed upon the minds 
of all who hear me — that they may 
see it — that they may feel it — ttet 
they may discourse of it. in their io- 
mcstic circles — that they may speak 
of it to their children, and hohl it 
u'p to the imitaiiuQ of posterity. If 
he could now be sensible to vrfaat. 
passes here below— sure I am, that 
nothing could giv^ bim so much 
satisfaction as to find tl^at we are en-< 
deavouring to make his mearory and 
example, as he tnok care hts life. 
jshould he — useful to man^iind. 

" I will conclode. with applying 
to the present occasion, a bi^utiful 
passage, from the speech of a very 
young orator.* It may be thought, 
perhaps, to savour too much of the 
3an^uiue views of youth, to .-iland 
the test of a rigid philosophical in- 
quiry ; but it is at least cheering and 
consolatory, and that in this instance 
it may b6 exemplified, is, I am con'<. 
fident, the sincere wish of every 
man who hears me. 'Crime,* says 
' he, ' is a curse on|3' to the period in 
which it is successfiil ; '^but tirtuf, 
wlietlicr tbrtunaie or otherwise;' bless- 
es not only its own age, bat remot> 
est posterrty, and is as bene&eial by 
its example as by its immediate ct< 
fects.'"

"w^ak is ho man nature! 
,j,, ...f^ "if^ble a resistatice does 
reasffp ^ikp, wheii opposed to bi- 
gotry and' prejudice. The great- 
est crimes may be sanctified, and 



transformed into virtaes, by plead- 
ing a holy zeaf'ifor promoting the 
glory of Heaven ; as if it was pos- 
*ble, that the mild and merciful 
governor of the Universe could be 
pleated at .beholding bloudysacri- 
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fices offered at the sacred shrine of 
religion. 

Such will be the sad reflections 
that must arise in our winds, on 
reading the following mournt'ul in- 
stance of human depravity and in- 
consistency. 

In the year 1549, complaints 
were made to the British Privy 
Council, that amongst the crowds of 
Protestants svho sought refuge in 
England, from the storms of persecu- 
tion abroad, there were several Ana- 
baptists, attd others who taught 
strange doctrines, who were propa- 
gating their opiiiiioas without inter- 
ruption. 

Upon receipt of this intelligence, 
Granmer, Latimer, Ridley, and se- 
veral other Protestant Bishops, soli- 
cited and obtained from the young 
inexperienced King, (Edward 6th,) 
a commtsston of a rhost cruel and 
infamous nature. It was framed af- 
ter the commission which the Popish 
Ei.^hups bad obtained in the preced- 
ing reign, to enforce the observance 
ef the bloody statutes. It author- 
zed these holy Bishops, to use every 
means to reclaim those who were in- 
fected with these strange opinions j 
but if- they remained obstinate, and 
persisted in retaining them, they 
were empowered to_ deliver them 
over to the secular power, to be far- 
ther proceeded against. 

Accordingly, in a short time, to 
their eternal dishonour be it record- 
ed, these Christian Bishops, these 
humble followers of their meek and 
merciful Saviour^, passed sentence 
t)f death on a poor ignorant woman, 
for entertaining, what they were 
pleased to term heretical opinions'. 
\Vhen Cranmer presented fcr signa- 
ture the fatal warrant for tier execu- 
tion, the mild young monarch hesi- 
tated, and seemed averse to sign it; 
but at length his scruples being re- 
moved, he reluctantly applied the 
pen, his eyes swimming in tears, 



aitd protesting, that if he done 
wrong, it was in submission to the 
Archbishop's authority, who must 
alone answer for it to God. 

A short time after this, she wag' 
publicly burned alive in Smithfield ; 
as was also Van Parre, a Btitch- 
man, who was condemned by the 
same commissioners, for entertain-, 
ing some other unorthodox opinions. 

Yet, strange as it may ap;)ear, 
these very Protestant Bishops, who: 
thus disgraced humanity and the reli« 
gion which they professed, by perpe- 
trating these legal murders, were the 
loudest in their exclamations against 
the barbarous converting zeal of their 
Popish ^adversaries, which was exer- 
cised with unrelenting severity in tha 
succeeding reign, and to which they 
ultimately fell victims; Latimer and 
Ridley being burned I6th October, 
)554', and Cranmer 21st March* 
1556, io the cruel and bloody reign 
of Queen Mary.

SIR JOHN HOLT. 

Amorfgst the many great and 
shining characters who flourished in 
the commencement of the 1 8th cen- 
tury, few stands more eminently dis- 
tinguished, than Sir John Holt, Chief 
Justice of the Court of King's Bench. 
This eminent lawyer, whose virtues 
are numerous and brilliant, may be 
truly said to have been ati ornament 
to his profession. He uniformly 
stood forth as the firm and intrepid 
opposer of arbitrary power ; and the 
bold assertor of the rights and liber- 
ties of the people. He, in particu- 
lar, entertained a just sense of the 
exl.reme danger of calling in the aid 
of the military power, under the 
pteience of assisting the civil ma- 
gistrate in the execution of the laws; 
and would on no occasioi> counte- 
nance any thing of the kind. Dur- 
ing the time he held the oiGce of 
Chief Jusiice, there happened a 



riot at Hoi born, occasioned by a 
most wicked praciice wliich then 
prevailed, of decoying young per- 
sons of both sexes to the plaata- 
tjons. The persons so decoyed, were 
kept prisoners in a house in Hol- 
born, till an opportunity presented 
for shipping them off; whish being 
discovered, the enraged populace 
were threatening to pull down the 
bouse. Notice of this having been 
transmitted to Whitehall, a party of 
the guards were instantly ordered to 
march to the place; but they pre- 
viously sent an officer to Chief-Jus- 
tice Holt.^to acquaint him with the 
design, and to request him to send 
some of his people, to attend the 
soldiers, in order to give it the bet- 
ter countenance. The officer having 
delivered his message, the Chief- 
Justice said to him, " Suppose the 
people should not disperse at your 
appearance, what are you to do 
then f" " Sir," answered the officer, 
" we have orders to fire upon them." 
•• Have you, Sir," replied his Lord- 
ship, " then take notice of what I 
say, if there be one man killed, and 
you are tried before me, I will take 
rare, that you, and every soldier of 
your party, shall be hanged. Sir," 
added he, " go back to those who 
sent you, and acquaint them, that 
no officer of mine shall attend sol- 
diers: and likewise tell them, that 
the laws of this kingdom are not to 
be executed by the sword, these 
matters belong to the civil power, 
and you have nothing.tQ do with 
them." 

Upon this the Lord Chief Justice 
ordered his tip-staves, with a few 
constables, to attend him, and went 
in person to the. place where the 
tumalt was, expostulated with the 
mob, and assured them', that justice 
should be executed upon the persons 
whiit were the: objects of their indig- 
natiottj upon which th'ey^ all qdietly 
■dispersed^ M.
